It is explained Japan bases her 
mandatory on the final decision of 
the Supreme Council in May, 1919, 
which handed over the German is- 
lands north of the equator to Japan 
without reservation. If President 
Wilson made oral reservations re- 
garding Yap at previous delibera- 
tions, it is understood, Japan was 
not represented and has no official 
cognizance, 

Japan will hold that the manda- 

tory means control of the cables 
on the same status as Germany 
prior to the war. During the war 
Japan diverted the Yap end of the 
cable from Shanghai to the Loo 
Choo Islands, between Japan and 
Foermosa, for administrative pur- 
posea. Therefore, cable communi- 
cations from America to Shanghal 
by way of Guam and Yap do not 
exist. 
It is understood Japan has sug- 
gested to the United States to lay 
a cable to Shanghal from Guam as 
a substitute for the Yap route.

TURN FOR BETTER. 


This is the most reasonable basis 
for hope or expectation of a turn 
for the better after the fourth of 
March, politically or financially. The 
result in’ :that direction will depend 
on the unfolding of the new adminis- 
tration’s policies, concerning which 
Wall street, as well as the rest of 
the world, is quite in the dark. But 
the supreme importance even from 
the fi viewpoint of the decia- 
ration of its future attitude by this 
country, is bound to lend more in- 
terest than usual to the outlining of 
the State Department’s program.

LOOKING AHEAD.
